As Late as Thursday at 
Noon, But Hard 
Pressed. 



RUSSIANS RETREATING. 



Fearful Battle Has Been 
Raging for Nearly Two 
• Weeks. 



. Petersburg Thursday morning 
knew little more of the outcome of 
battle of Mukden than it knew Wed 
nesday night, and little more of the 
fate of Gen. Kuropatkin's broken 
army. It is not even known wheth- 
he railroad has been cut and 
communications destroyed, though 
it is believed that the reported de- 
struction of the line by Gen. Oku's 
army refers to the damage inflicted 
on Wednesday, which was not seri- 
ous, though traffic was twice inter- 
rupted. It is evident, however ^hat 
the Japanese are pressing closer this 
indispensable line of retreat. Their 
shells occasionally cut the wires of 
the telegraph lines paralleling the 
railroad, and civilian linemen are 
displaying no less bravery than their 
soldier associates by climbing poles 
and replacing the wires under fire. 

Mukden at noon Thursday was 
still occupied by the Russians. Fu 
Pass, twelve miles to the eastward 
and on the Hun river, a vital point 
for Gen. Kuropatkin in the retreat 
of his eastern wing, was bombarded 
by the Japanese for an hour early 
the day, Russian artillery replying 
vigorously. The outcome at that 
point seems to be in doubt. A wind- 
storm of hurricane fury was in prog- 
ress during the day. No reports 
from the Commander-in-chief lat< 
than Wednesday have been given 
out at St. Petersburg. Dispatches 
from Mffkden indicate that consider 
able Japanese forces are well nortl 
of the city of Mukden, and that the 
railroad, upon which depends so 
much for the Russian army, is se- 
riously threatened, if, indeed, it has 
not already been cut.

Dick Carney, fur some reason 
known only to the jury that tried 
him, was given only a sentence of 
life imprisonment. It begins to 
look like old George Holland is to be 
the only one of the gang of incar- 
nate fiends to be hanged for murder- 
ing the unknown traveler as he 
slumbered by his camp fire. Carney 
was not only there, according to the 
testimony of the two who turned 
State's evidence, but he was an act- 
ual participant in the murderous 
work. The jury a year ago said he 
should hang, but the jury this time 
voted to send him to Eddyville in- 
stead of to the gallows. Of seven of 
the men tried, six have been given 
life sentences and only one is to for- 
feit his life. The courts have not 
justified the confidence of the people, 
who could have lynched the brutes, 
but turned them over to the law for 
punishment. 

Another venire was summoned 
Thursday and a jury made up yes- 
terday to try Frank Meriwether, 
one of the alleged leaders in the as- 
sassination. Two or more of the 
gang have sworn that Meriwether 
was the first assailant, that he crept 
up with a bludgeon in his hands and 
knocked the man on the head, and 
later Holland sprang upon him and 
cut his throat. Merriwether was 
given a death sentence a year ago 
and secured a new trial. If he is to 
to escape the gallows this time, as 
the others have, there will be no im- 
partial justice in the execution of 
the one who finished the murder be- 
gun by Meriwether. 

It is said the jury in the case of 
Charles Finch stood 11 to 1 for hang- 
ing and that the Carney jury stood 
4 to 8 for the death penalty.

A new bill just passed in Indiana 
provides that no licence to marry 
shall be issued except upon written 
and verified application, which shall 
set out full particulars as to name, 
age, residence, etc., of both the 
Contracting parties, all for the pur- 
f placing it In the power of 
rk to determine whether am 
mp»diment to the proposed 
marriage exists. These applications 
shall be made tfpon blank* to be fur- 
bfehed by th« board of health. 
No person who is an imbecile, epi- 
leptic, of unsound mind, nor an im- 
provident or indigent person, nor 
any person afflicted with a trans- 
missable disease shall be allowed to 
marry. Should the clerk refuse to 
issue a license for any of the given 
reasons in the bill, the person 
making the application may resort 
to the circuit court to prove his or 
her right to a license. 

If persons go to another state for 
marriajre with intent to evade the 
Indiana law, and return for resi- 
dence to this state, trte marriage 
shall be void. A fine not to exceed 
$500 is to be the penalty for falsely 
swearing to an affidavit when appli- 
cation is made for a marriage 
license. A person who knowingly 
solemnizes a marriage of persons 
who have not complied with the 
statute shall be subject to a fine of 
not to exceed $500. while a clerk of 
lall issue a license con- 
trary to the provisions of the law 
shall be fined not less than $25 nor 
nore than $100.

Apart from his historical researches 
and special studies, he devoted much 
time to the translation into Russian of 
valuable foreign works, am! to the writ- 
ing and editing of jourr.aiistlc articles. 
• Burn at Taratov, la 1833. Pypin ob- 
tained his academic education at the 
University tof St. Petersburg, where he 
was appointed to a professorship in 
1SG0. Two years iater he found himself 
obliged to tender Iub resignation, on ac- 
count of the student disturbances which 
had occurred at that lime. Pypin then 
turned to the literary field, and became 
a contributor to the Sovremenntk (Con- 
temporary). With the suspension of 
the latter, lu 1 8<iG. he joined the circle of 
able collaborators on the Vyeatnik 
Yevropy (European Messenger). From 
that time until the end of his life, pypin 
hud one or more articles in almost every 
number of the Vyeatnik. 

In 1859, he published his first work, a 
comparative study of Russian. Byzan- 
tine and Roman folk-lore, the compara- 
tive texts of the two last named ap- 
pearing In 1862. Following this there 
appeared his "History of Slavonic Lit- 
eratures." which was published In St. 
Petersburg In 1865. The portion of this 

written by W. Spasowicz. This fine 
work was very favorably received by 
foreign scholars, and was translated Into 
German, French and Bohemian. Subse- 
quent to this. Pypin published "The In- 
tellectual Movements in Russia in the 
First Half of the Nineteenth Century," 
the first volume of which, treating of 
Russian society under Alexander I., has 
been translated into German.

Refrigerating And Cold Stor- 
age Plants to Consolidate.

A merger of the refrigerating and 
cold storage plants and ice com- 
panies in Louisville is to be effected, 
and will control the business of the 
city. The new company will be 
capitalized at $1,000,000 and will do 
business only "in Kentucky. Chas.

New York, March 10.- The annu- 
al meeting of the stockholders of the 
American Tobacco Company was 
held in Jersey City. The retiring 
board of directors was re-elected. 
The net earnings of the merging 
companies from January 1, 1904, not 
counting dividends received by thi 
merging company from anothe: 
merging company, together with 
net earnings of the new company 
from the date of the merger, Oct. 
18 to Dec. 21, 1904. and after, de- 
ducting all charges and expenses, 
was $22,304,696. The total surplus 
of the three companies was $38,531, 
786. Taking into account the dif- 
ference between the par value of 
the preferred stocks of the Ameri- 
can and Continental companies and 
the par value of the six per cent, 
gold bonds of the new company, into 
which they are converted by the 
merger, namely, $10,012,817, the 
net surplus on December 31, 1904, 
was $28,518,880.
